"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  February  16,  1935,  contains  a  dispatch 
from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria,  dated  February  8th, 
which  reads,  in  part,  cas  follows: 

Weather  conditions  have  all  of  a  sudden  become  bad.     Last  week- 
end heavy  downpours  of  rain  took  place  all  over  the  Delta  and  as  • 
far  south  as  Beni-Suef,  and  temperatures,  ever  since,  have  been  very  ' 
low.     The  preparation  of  land  for  the  new  crop  was  checked,  and  in 
fact,  temporarily  abandoned  in  several  sections  of  the  country. 

Although  it  is  yet  too  early  to  be  definite,  competent  observers 
anticipate  rather  a  late  start  for  the  crop  this  season.  ***

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  March  17  states  as  follows: 

"The  wild  fluctuations  of  the  cotton  future  markets  completely  upset 
ideas  of  value  in  the  extra  staple  markets  here  and  elsewhere  in  New 
England  this  week  and  it  was  not  until  near  the  close  of  the  week  that 
ideas  of  price  began  to  gro?/  stabilized  again.     There  was  a  good  deal  of 
trading  during  the  week  as  mills  attempted  to  take  advantage  of  the  big 
break  in  futures  to  take  on  some  cheap  cotton,  while  brokers  and  merchant 
Y/ho  happened  to  have  cotton  on  hand,  seized  the  chance  to  jump  the  basis 
and  thus  get  a  little  extra  profit,  while  still  giving  the  customer  a 

better  deal  than  usual.

"There  were  reports  this  week  of  high  grade  Pima  having  changed  hands 
at  levels  variously  quoted  between  22^  cents  and  24-g-  cents.    Some  of 
this  cotton  was  said  to  be  real  number  ones,  and  there  were  also  a  few 
bales  of  two's  and  some  of  three's.

"Sharp  increase  in  basis  quotations  featured  staple  cotton  markets 
here  and  in  other  New  England  cotton  centers  this  week.     Trading  at  times 
became  quite  active  as  mills  attempted  to  cover  their  probable  reouire- 
ments  for  the  next  few  months  before  ouotations  advanced  still  further. 
Shippers  were  slow  to  accept  business  unless  they  had  the  cotton  on 
hand  or  knew  where  they  could  find  it,  for  many  declared  it  is  extremely 
hard  to  find  suitable  cotton  that  is  not  already  under  cover  of  govern- 
ment loans.

"Middling  inch  and  three-sixteenths  sold  early  in  the  week  at  375  on 

May  but  the  price  jumped  later  in  the  week  at  400  on  and  better.  Strict 
middling  in  this  length  sold  for  475  on  though  some  were  trying  to  buy  at 
450. 

"There  were  occasional  reports  of  interest  in  Pima  cotton  and  number 
twos  were  quoted  around  23§-  to  24,  while  number  ones  were  priced  at  25 
cents  or  better  and  number  threes  and  fours  at  22  to  23  cents.
